If you approve, Donna &dnivould like to have Butler Snow
prepare the Resolution for the Necessity to Issuéhle next meeting and at the same
time the Commission can award Butler Snow as cduridas will prevent us from
having two separate meetings and will allow usate shese Bonds in mid to late May.

Upon your
approval, Butler Snow can include this authorityha Necessity Resolution; the
Commission can approve a DFA resolution for theO3700 at the same time we award
bond counsel and adopt the resolution (necessitgp forward with the issue.
